Waslinigton—The result in the case 


of former Attorney-General Harry M. 
Daugherty—namely a disagreement of 
the jury—corresponds exactly with of- 
ficial and unofficial opinion here. 


Ever since the charges were devel- 


oped there have been doubts among 
officials that the former attorney-gen- 
eral could ever be convicted. Some of 
those who examined 
the evidence 


carefully have said that it was a case of 
insinuation and suspicion and that the 
courts would require definite proof 
that Mr. Daugherty actually received 
money or knew that the claim on 
.which he passed was fraudulent. 


On the slender thread a single bit 


of testimony, namely that funds were 
deposited to Harry Daougherty's ac- 
count in his brother's bank, rests the 
question which troubled the jury and 
finally led to the disagreement.'Harry 
Dougherty's friends here maintained 
that there might have been a conspir- 
acy between the late John T. King 
and the late Jesse Smith m which the 
confidence bestowed on them by the 
attorney-general was abused. 


RECORDS HAD BEARING 


The destruction of the bank records 
is the only incident which tended to 
connect Harry Daugherty with the al- 
leged knowledge of "the* conspiracy. 
The fact that this occurred after the 
death of Jesse W. Smith Is responsible 
for an impression here that the attor- 
ney-general did learn of the activities 
of Jesse Smith and that the»expression 
by him of his disappointment and 
chagrin led to the buicide of his life- 
long friend.

DEAD ON DATE SET 


. . FOR HIS MARRIAGE 


Washington, D. C.—C4>)—Detec- 


tive Sergeant Arthur B. Scrivener,

case possible on the evidence he had 
gathered and the administration feels 
that it has done its best to prosecute 
former Republican officials so it can- 
not be charged that any laxity existed 
for political reasons.

er feet were not bruised. 
When found in a thicket the body 


was clothed in a flannel night gown 
and was bare-foot.

This, m brief, is the shot hurled 


by Mayor Albert C. Rule at the tax 
commission in a letter to the Post- 
Crescent in answer to the report filed 
by Tomkins after the latter had com- 
pleted a revaluation of the county 
with the assistance of his crew of 
men. 


Probably every city In the state 


could stand a revaluation, but If the 
work was conducted by the tax com- 
mission it is not likely that there 
would be any Improvement in the as- 
sessments, according to Mayor Rule. 
Practically all the men who conduct- 
ed the work here are inexperienced 
and not qualified to make assess- 
ments, the mayor charged. 


The representatives of the tax com- 


mission are not acquainted with local 
conditions and consequently are not 
capable of placing fair assessments 
on property here. Mayor Rule stated. 
Furthermore, 
they 
assessed 
only 


about 25 per cent of the county and 
based their calculations for the rest 
on the results based from the 25 per 
cent, he pointed out. 


"After study the 
situation, it is 


obvious that anyone agreeing with 
the commission and working with 
them is efficient and capable, while 
those disagreeing are incapable and 
inefficient," he said. 


The Mayor's letter to the Post- 


K Crescent follows. 


"In your issue of Sept. 30. you ran 


an article taken from Pearce Tom- 
kin's report as to the revaluation of 
Outaganiine-co, which carried the im- 
pression that assessing 
officials in 


Appleton and other parts of the coun- 
ty were very inefficient. I doubt very 
much If Mr. Tomkins ever made a 
complete assessment of any city, and 
if he did, he would find a lot of local 
conditions affecting value.

We very much regret that you

to take this 


course, but recognize the force of 
circumstances that lead you to 
do so. After our conference at 
this office last Friday, we had 
hoped that you might conclude to 
continue in the service with a 


prospect of a substantial increase 
in salary at the beginning of next 
term. 


"We trust you appreciate the 


limitations under which we labor. 
The appropriation for the present 
year made by the 1919 legislature 
has already been exceeded and 
leaves no reserve at all for in- 
crease of salary of assessors of 
incomes, even if we were at li- 
berty to make such an increase 
at this time. As explained at our 
conference in this office last Fri- 
day, that course is impossible for 
the reason that both the constitu- 
tion and the statute forbid an in- 
crease of salary during an official 
term. All we could do was to as- 
sure you that we would endeavor 
to advance your salary substan- 
tially as soon* as at liberty to do 
so. but of course the amount we 
could pay would 
be dependent 


upon the legislative appropriation. 


"We are repeating this state- 


ment to show Nthat the commis- 
sion now is, and always has been 
willing to do anything within its 
power to provide reasonable com- 
pensation, but cannot do either 
the illegal or the impossible. 


"We are pleased to not that 


you intend to give your entire 
time to the service until the first 


of April, and that you kindly offer 
to look over the affairs of the of- 
fice 
thereafter until a suitable 


successor can be appointed. This 
will relieve the situation and give 
better opportunity for selecting a 
suitable successor. In this con- 
nection we shall be obliged if you 
will suggest the names of any 
persons you think 
would make 


competent assessors of incomes 
and urge them to take the ex- 
amination. 


"We beg to assure you that in 


retiring from 
the- service 
you 


Carry with you the respect and 
confidence of all members of the 
commission. 
Your work as as- 


sessor of incomes has been both 
faithful and intelligent, 
and it 


is only on you own motion and 
not through any desire of this de- 
partment that you leave the ser- 
vice. 
Any testimonial that we 


can give to aid you in securing 
other employment will be cheer- 
fulv furnished. 
"

BUSSES VS RAILROADS 


The Interstate Commerce commission's 


investigation of the operation of motor 
busses and trucks with a view to recom- 
mending regulatory 
legislation to con- 


gress, will be concluded in Washington 


' on Oct. 25. The commission at the present 


time is considering replies to the ques- 
tionnaire which was sent out to steam 
and electric railways. 


The result of various hearings held in 


different parts of the country and a study 
of the replies to the questionnaire reveal 


- that the motor trucks and busses have cut 


seriously into the revenue of the railroads, 
and the railroads feel that if 
motor 


vehicles are to be in direct competition 
with them they should be subject to the 
same sort of federal regulation as they 
themselves are-under. 


Experts disagree, however, as to the 


necessity or the wisdom of motor regula- 
tion by the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion. Some agree that the bus should be

OH, MAN, BUT YOU'RE SMART! 
The average man will admit to himself, 


secretly at least, that he is smart. Some 
admit it openly. The educated man finds 
the farther he goes in the hunt for knowl- 
edge, the less he knows. 


Study brings out the fact that with all 


our civilization no human • government 
ever has approached in perfection the 
economy, patriotism, self-sacrifice, devo- 
tion, and perpetuity to be found in the 
government of the honey-bees. 


Insects are the original paper, silk and 


honey makers. We have, perhaps, beaten 
them in the paper business, but our imi- 
tation silk is inferior to the genuine, and 
our synthetic honey worse. 


We now have the radio with its great 


educational possibilities and static 
tor- 


tures, but the insects long have been able 
to signal one another over relatively long 
distances by some system which we do 
not understand. 


One of our problems in illumination is 


to create a fire which glows, but which 
does not burn. So far, in our best lights, 
much of the energy of combustion is wast- 
ed in the form of heat. Light-producing 
insects, such as the fireflies, are able to 
kindle in their bodies a little blaze which 
is more than ninety-nine per cent light 
and less than one per cent lieat. 


Long before man learned to warm his 


habitation with fire, the bees had discov- 
ered a muscular exercise whereby in very 
cold weather they could raise the temper- 
ature of their homes as much as thirty-five 
degrees centigrade. 


We cool our rooms with electric fans, 


but before electricity was harnessed the 
bumblebees had learned to station indi- 
viduals along their passageways to create 
cool air currents by constantly fluttering 
their wings. 


Had man paid heed to the insect world 


long ago, the gardener might have learned 
points in his art from the ambrosia beetle, 
which plants beds of succulent fungus in- 
its burrows to furnish nourishment for its 
young. The soldier might have learned 
the possibilities of poisonous gases in 
warfare from the bombardier beetle, 
which hurls discomforting charges of an 
acrid gas at its enemies. 


The surgeon might have found hints on 


the use of anesthetics from the solitary 
wasp which thrusts its drug-laden sting 
into its spider or insect victim and by 
that means stupefies and preserves it as 
food for future baby wasps.

THE SCIATIC NERVE

Stephen Crane 
vrote only three or four books and

•olume. "The Red Badge of Courage," 
so small that it. can be read in a few 
lours, is known to most of his readers, 
but at present it seems quite certain 
hat Stephan Crane has ten chances 
o Jack London's one for immortality 
n American fiction.

POPULAR AT DEATH 


Ten years ago when Jack London 


died he seemed to loom big: in Ameri- 
can fiction. He had for years been biff 
news in the magazines and newspa- 
pers. Reporters had for years camped 
on his trail and his opinions were 
>rinted with respect. 
He was very 


much the mode and he had numerous 
fnitators. 
Some of them are still at 


vork today and have not yet discover- 
ed'that American literature has turn- 
ed into a new road. 


And there is nothing: else to do but 


idmit that even today, ten years af- 
er his death. Jack London still has 
jreat vogue. He and his imitators still 
sell by the carload not only in Ameri- 
ca but all over the earth. People who 
visit out-of-the-way v places often 
re- 


port that his novels 'are sure to be in 
he fly-specked show windows of far- 
away drug stores, and as for Europe, 
hey are a fixture in the windows of 
the book stores there. 


But that does not 
tell the whole 


story. The mere momentum of such 


tremendous wave of popularity as 


was his may be expected to carry him 
along for a decade or two. But has he 
iad anv effect on American literature? 


Has he' done anything that the slow 
corroding years of literary assessment 
and reassessment will leave untouch- 
ed? Is a single one of his books of 
such quality that it can defy time and 
that the grandchildren 
of London's 


contemporaries will care.to read? 


It is not possible to be certain but 


the probabilities are against it. Al- 
ready after only ten years the glamor 
has departed from that shining figure. 
AVe can see today, after such a brief 
interval, that what ho won with his 
books was notoriety rather than last- 
ing fame. 


Most of the persons of middlex age 


today were young during the greater 
part of London's career as a novelist. 
That means that most of them de- 
voured many of his books with great 
avidity. I myself cherished one or two 
of his books for years on my shelf as 
pieces of genuine literature, having 
become so used to the idea when I was 
a mere boy that I continued to take it 
for' granted. 


TEST IS REREADING ; 


But the test comes in the rereading. 


Take such a book as "The Sea "Wolf" 
off the shelf and read it again. 
Per- 


haps you thought of it as a "strong" 
book when it first appeared and are 
still under the impression that it is 
"strong." And so it is in one sense— 
but only in the hopelessly 
conven- 


tional sense that Jack London was 
chiefly instrumental 
in making con- 


ventional. It is "strong" in the same 
sense in which a movie is strong in 
which one hairy-chested man makes 
his fists bite into the face and body 
of another hairy-chested man through 
500 feet of film. 


But in the whole of "The Sea Wolf, 


thers is hardly a person, man or wo- 
man, who says a thing that such a 
person might reasonably be expected 
to say in real life or does a. thing that 
rings true. From start to finish it is a 
show and it is not submitted to the 
test of human motive and human be- 
havior. And that is true of very 
many of the London novels. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful if 'they "will ride the 
years."

One ot the least known, and little 


appreciated of our game birds is the 
Jacksnipe, galimage delicata. For a 
bird whose habits are so easily oblerv- 
ed. and whose range covers so great 
a territory, it is strange that the av- 
erage hunter knows so little about 
him. 
But it is just this lack of knowl 


edge, and indifference toward him. as 
a table bird, that prevents his an- 
nihilation, for the laws pretending to 
protect him, like those relating to the 
Woodcock, are a farce. 


We are permitted to 
hunt Jack 


snipe from September 16 to Dec. 20, 
and the bag limit is 15 each day. The 
bag limit is too large and the season 
altogether too long. What a boon it 
would be if we could have a complete 
revision of our game laws by a com. 
petent body of men acting outside of 
the assembly, and who would know 


the needs of our fiast diminishing 
game b'irds.

of plenty felong those extensive river 
bottoms of Illinois, many famous gun- 
ners shot them in countless thou 
sands. How Captain A. H. Bogardus, 
at that time -the champion wing shot 
of the world, had a standing offer to 
bet five hundred dollars that he could 
kill a hundred Jacksnipe with a hun 
dred consecutive shots, 
and never 


found a taker. 


These birds, in more limited num 


bers than of yore, can still be found 
almost anywhere along low, swampy 
land. Tho Willow Creek bottoms at 
the southern end of Lake Poygan af- 
ford good snipe shooting', as do also 
the marshes north of Portage, along 
Fox river. This latter place is, per- 
haps, one of the best shooting grounds 
for these, birds to be found anywhere 
in the state. 


A light load—one ounce of number 


ten shot—is the best combination, and 
the proper way to hunt them is to al- 
ways walk down wind. This affords 
a cross shot, for the birds invariably 
arise against the wind when taking 
wing.
